William  L.  Chamberlin  Wins  Morse  Flag 

Master's  Prize  Goes  to  David  P.  Kint 


Governor  Dummer's  186th  Commence- 
ment exercises  closed  this  morning  with  an 
address  by  Dr.  James  Rhyne  Killian,  Jr., 
president  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips, 
president  of  the  Academy's  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, handed  diplomas  to  58  members  of  the 
graduating  class  and  to  five  postgraduates, 
and  Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames,  in 
awarding  prizes  for  the  school  year,  an- 
nounced David  Payson  King  of  Beverly  as 
winner  of  the  Master's  Prize. 

The  graduation  ceremonies  began  yester- 
day morning  with  the  presentation  of  the 
Morse  Flag,  highest  award  of  the  school 
year,  to  William  Loring  Chamberlin  of  Con- 
cord. To  receive  this  prize  a  boy  must  have 
made  a  record  which,  in  all  respects,  meets 
with   the   highest   approval   of  the   faculty. 

After  the  presentation  of  the  Morse  Flag, 
a  Glee  Club  concert  took  place  in  the  Lang 
Gymnasium  with  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager  of 
the  faculty  conducting.  A  buffet  luncheon 
was  then  served  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the 
Mansion  House. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Governors'  varsity 
baseball  team  played  the  Belmont  Hill 
School  on  Morse  Field.  Following  this  game 
tea  was  served  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the 
Mansion  House. 

The  regular  Commencement  Dinner  took 
place  on  Friday  evening  under  a  large  tent 
on  Morse  Field.  Dr.  Claude  Moore  Fuess, 
Principal  Emeritus  of  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover,  presided  on  this  occasion,  and 
the  speakers  of  the  evening  were  Mr.  John 
P.  Marquand,  celebrated  novelist,  and  Dr. 
Robert  Russell  Wicks,  Dean  Emeritus  of 
Princeton  University  Chapel.

PRIZES  FOR  SCHOOL  YEAR 

PRESENTED  BY  HEADMASTER 


At  the  graduation  exercises  this  morning 
Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames  awarded 
prizes  to  those  students  who  had  achieved 
exceptional  records  in  various  departments 
of  school  life. 

Yesterday  the  Morse  Flag,  highest  award 
of  the  school  year,  was  presented  to  William 
Loring  Chamberlin  of  Concord.  This  prize 
is  donated  annually  by  the  Reverend  Glenn 
Tilley  Morse,  a  trustee  of  the  school.  It  con- 
sists of  the  American  flag  which  has  been 
flying  over  the  school  during  the  year. 

In  awarding  the  flag  this  year  Mr.  Eames 
commented:  "As  the  school  year  has  pro- 
gressed, it  has  become  more  and  more  clear 
that  Bill  Chamberlin  is  one  of  the  strongest 
leaders  in  the  student  body.  It  is  always  in- 
teresting to  try  to  find  out  what  makes  a 
leader.  In  Bill's  case,  his  leadership  is  based 
not  alone  on  popularity,  but  even  more  upon

MR.  WILLIAMS'  RETIREMENT 

ANNOUNCED  AT  DINNER 


At  the  Commencement  Dinner  on  Friday- 
night  Mr.  Eames  announced  the  retirement 
of  Mr.  James  W.  Williams,  an  instructor  and 
corridor  master  at  Governor  Dummer  since 
1944.  In  a  brief  speech  during  the  dinner, 
Mr.  Eames  spoke  feelingly  of  the  varied  and 
unselfish  career  of  the  retiring  teacher  and 
of  his  contributions  to  the  Academy. 

Mr.  Williams  was  graduated  from  Phillips 
Academy,  Andover,  in  1904  and  received 
his  A.B.  from  Yale  University  in  1908.  He 
then  taught  at  the  Choate  School,  Walling- 
ford,  Connecticut,  until  1913,  and  subse- 
quently received  his  M.A.  from  Trinity 
College.  From  1916  to  1922  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  of  Yale-in-China  at  Chang- 
sha. 

He  returned  to  Andover  in  1922  and 
taught  Biology  at  Phillips  Academy  until 
1925.  From  1925  to  1930  he  acted  as  head- 
master of  Tamalpais  School  at  San  Rafael, 
California,  after  which  he  returned   to  the 


East  and  became  Senior  Master  at  the 
Gunnery  School,  Washington,  Connecticut. 
At  Governor  Dummer  Mr.  Williams  has 
been  an  instructor  in  Biology  and  in  Eng- 
lish, and  faculty  adviser  to  the  Milestone 
Board;  but  he  will  no  doubt  be  best  remem- 
bered for  his  work  with  the  Rifle  Club,  which 
he  founded  in  1944  and  which  has  flourished 
ever  since.  The  club  has  frequently  had  as 
many  as  fifty  members,  many  of  whom  have 
earned  ratings  from  the  National  Junior 
Rifle  Association.

As  the  Class  of  '49  soberly  files  past  the 
ancient  milestone,  the  minds  of  many  of 
them  will  turn  for  a  moment  to  their  first 
days  at  South  Byfield  and  to  the  changes 
that  have  taken  place  at  Governor  Dummer 
over  the  last  four  years. 

A  few  will  recall  clearly  the  construction 
of  Ingham  House  in  1946.  Still  more  can  re- 
member the  erection  of  the  new  Peirce  Hall 
wing  in  1948.  All  have  witnessed  the  ad- 
dition of  two  new  tennis  courts  placed  in 
back  of  the  Cottage.  The  climax  of  the  ma- 
terial growth  of  Governor  Dummer  came 
this  spring  when  the  first  concrete  was 
poured  for  the  foundation  of  the  Alumni 
Gymnasium.
